We recommend Milward or Susan Bates knitting 
needles. 

Pair No 4V2 mm needles for Shawl. 

Pair No 2V4 mm needles for Bootees and Bon- 
net. 

Length of ribbon for Bootees and Bonnet. 

Tension 

Shawl 

On No AVi mm needles, 26 sts and 34 rows to 
10 cm (patt). 

Bootees and Bonnet 

On No 2 V 4 mm needles, 38 sts and 46 rows to 
10 cm (stocking st). 

Abbreviations 

K=knit; P=purl; st=stitch; tog=together; alt= 
alternate; rep = repeat; cm = centimetres; in = 
inches; mm = millimetres; sL1K=slip 1 knit- 
ways; yfwd=yarn forward; psso=pass slip 
stitch over; patt = pattern. 

Instructions are given for the first size, with 
larger size(s) given in square brackets [ ]. Where 
only one figure is given this applies to both (all) 
sizes. 

Shawl 

With No 4V2 mm needles, cast on 248 sts and 
work in patt as follows: 

1st row — (Right side), K1, * (yfwd, K2tog) 3 
times, K6; rep from * to last 7 sts, (yfwd. K2tog) 
3 times. K1. 2nd and every alt row— K. 

3rd row— K1. * (yfwd. K2tog) 3 times, K6; rep 
from * to last 7 sts. (K2tog, yfwd) 3 times, K1 . 
5th row— As 1st. 7th row— As 3rd. 9th 
row— As 1st. 11th row— K7, * (yfwd, K2tog) 3 
times, K6; rep from * to last st, K1. 13th 
row— K7, * (K2tog. yfwd) 3 times, K6; rep from 
* to last st, K1. 15th row— As 11th. 17th 
row— As 13th. 19th row— As 11th. 20th 
row — K. 



These 20 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt until work measures approx 1 09 
cm, ending with a 9th row of patt. 

Cast off loosely knitways. 

LACE BORDER 

With No 472 mm needles, cast on 12 sts and 
work in patt as follows: 

1st row — (Right side), sLIK, K2, yfwd, K2tog. 
K1, K2tog, yfwd, K1, yfwd, K2tog, yfwd, K1. 

2nd row — K1, yfwd, K2tog, yfwd, K3, yfwd, 
K2tog, K1, yfwd, K2tog, K2. 

3rd row — sLIK, K2, yfwd, K2tog. K1, yfwd, 
K2tog, K1, K2tog, yfwd, K2, yfwd, K1. 

4th row — K1, yfwd. K4, yfwd. sLiK, K2tog, 
psso, yfwd. K3, yfwd, K2tog, K2. 

5th row— sLIK, K2, yfwd, K2tog, K1, K2tog, 
yfwd, K1, yfwd, K2tog. K4, yfwd, K1. 

6th row— K1, yfwd. K4, K2tog, yfwd, K3, yfwd, 
K2tog, K1, yfwd. K2tog. K2. 

7th row — sLIK, K2. yfwd, K2tog, K1, yfwd. 
K2tog, K1. K2tog, yfwd, K6, yfwd, K1. 

8th row— Castoff 7 sts (1 ston needle after cast 
off). K1. yfwd, sLIK, K2tog, psso. yfwd. K3, 
yfwd, K2tog, K2. 

These 8 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt until Border fits all round edge of 
shawl, allowing for Border to be eased round 
corners, ending with an 8th row of patt. 

Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Do not press. 

Join cast-on and cast-off edges of Border. 

Sew in position all round Shawl. 

To dress Shawl: Roll in a very damp cloth, then 
spread out flat to given measurements, pinning 
each peak out separately and leave until dry. 

Bootees 

With No 2V4 mm needles, cast on 35 sts and P 2 
rows. 

Now work in patt as follows: 1st row— (Right 
side), K2, * (yfwd, K2tog) twice, K3; rep from 
* to last 5 sts, (yfwd, K2tog) twice, K1. 

2nd row— K 

3rd row— K2. * (K2tog, yfwd) twice, K3; rep 
from * to last 5 sts, (K2tog, yfwd) twice, K1. 

4th row — K 

5th to 8th row — ^As 1 st to 4th. 

9th row — K. 

10th row — P. 

11th and 12th rows — ^As 9th and 10th. 

Rep 1 st to 1 0th row once more. 

Next row — K1. * (yfwd, K2tog) twice, yfwd, K2; 
rep from * to last 4 sts, yfwd, K2tog, (yfwd, K1) 
twice (42 sts). 

Next row— P. 

Divide for foot as follows: Next row — K28, 
turn. 

Next row— K 14, turn. 

Continue on these 14 sts and K 18 rows, thus 
ending with right side facing. 

Break yarn. 

With right side facing, rejoin yarn to inside edge 
where 1 4 sts were left, knit up 1 4 sts up side of 
foot, K across 1 4 sts, knit up 1 4 sts down other 
side of foot, then K 14 sts (70 sts). 

K 3 rows. 
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SHAWL. BOOTEES 
AND BONNET 

Starting with a K row, work in stocking st for 8 
rows. K 4 rows. 

Shape foot as follows: 1st row— (K1, sLIK, K1. 
psso. K29, K2tog, Kl) twice. 

2nd and every alt row — K. 

3rd row— (Kl, sLIK, Kl, psso. K27, K2tog, Kl) 
twice. 

5th row— (Kl. sLIK. Kl. psso. K25. K2tog, Kl) 
twice. 

7th row— (Kl, sLIK, Kl, psso, K23, K2tog. Kl) 
twice (54 sts). 

8th row — K. Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Do not press. Join seam. 

Thread ribbon through holes at ankles. 

Bonnet 

With No 2 74 mm needles, cast on 1 06 sts and P 4 
rows. 

Now work in patt as follows: 1st row — (Right 
side). K2, ♦ (yfwd, K2tog) twice. K3; rep from 

* to last 6 sts, (yfwd. K2tog) twice, K2. 

2nd row — K. 

3rd row — K2, * (K2tog, yfwd) twice, K3; rep 
from * to last 6 sts, (K2tog, yfwd) twice, K2. 

4th row — K. 

5th to 8th row — As 1 st to 4th. 

9th row — K. 

19th row — P. 

11th and 12th rows — As 9th and 10th. 

These 12 rows form patt. 

Continue in patt and work a further 36 rows, thus 
ending with a 12th row of patt. 

Shape crown as follows: Next row — K6. 

* sLIK, K2tog, psso, KIO; rep from * to last 9 
sts, sLIK, K2tog, psso, K6 (90 sts). 

K 4 rows. 

Next row— K5, * sLI K, K2tog. psso, K8; rep 
from * to last 8 sts. sLl K, K2tog. psso, K5 (74 
sts). 

K 4 rows. 

Next row— K4, * sL1 K, K2tog, psso. K6; rep 
from * to last 7 sts. sLI K, K2tog, psso, K4 (58 
sts). 

K 4 rows. 

Next row— K3, * sL1 K, K2tog, psso, K4; rep 
from * to last 6 sts, sLI K, K2tog. psso, K3 (42 
sts). 

K 4 rows. 

Next row— K2, * sLI K. K2tog. psso, K2; rep 
from * to last 5 sts, sLI K, K2tog, psso, K2 (26 
sts). 

K 4 rows. 

Next row— Kl. * sL1K, K2tog, psso; rep from 

* to last 4 sts, sLIK, K2tog. psso. Kl. (10 sts). 

Break yarn, thread through remaining sts, draw 
up tightly and fasten off securely. 

TO MAKE UP 

Do not press. 

Join crown seam. 

Sew a length of ribbon to each side edge. 

Do not dry handknits in harsh sunlight as fading 
or yellowing may occur.
